Walter Hagen is now the leader 
of the group of golfers who are

‘fhe method is to stand with the 
weight'on the left foot, toe pointing 
directly at the ball, and eye look-

Once the habit is acquixed, it is 
very difficult to break, but there can 
be'no two opinions about the faet 
that this is not a good habit to 
acquire. Whether you putt off, the 
right foot or the left, the maxim 
must be “Eye on the ball, ear on the 
hole.” 

One thing about putting has not 
changed—that concerns the need to 
“follow through” along the intended 
Hine of the putt. 

; Tapping fhe Ball. 
. I have known good putters to 
urge that .a tap should be given to 
the ball, distance being determined 
by the strength of the tap. From 
vight back into the old days of golf, 
-however, until to-day, the best put- 
ters have stroked the ball-in the 
direction of the hole, following 
through with the club-head'as far 
as they could without moving the 
body. - 

The older prifenalniainscaatabiy
